T here are b a t tw o m ore d ay s to see th e 
C h ry san th em u m F a ir at th e Sim pson 
tao ern acle. 
I t w onld be so m eth in g to 
regret for a lifetim e to one w ho should 
miBs seeing it. 
T he tab ern acle itself is 
w orthy of critical insp ectio n . 
Such ac 
auditorium w as n ev er th o u g h t of before, 
nor w as an y th in g so perfect for th e p u r­ 
poses intended ever designed. 
I t is in 
the sh ap e of tw o ovals, or m ore properly, 
ellipses intersecting acroBS th e ir cen ters. 
I t is like four apse chancels of E nglish 
c ath ed rals sot so th a t one sta n d in g in 
th e cen ter m ay look into an y on e of the 
apses. 
T hey are n o t of quite equal 
len g th , th e distance from th e front door 
to th e rear being a b o u t 110 feet, w hile 
the “ w ings,” as th ey w ould be 
in a 
cruciform 
ch u rch , are ab o u t 90 feat 
across. 
One of th ese sh o rter apses 
is used for th o sp eak er’s sta n d or p la t­ 
form , and th e organ. 
All th e rest is 
sealing room . 
All th e seats are like in a 
th eater, raised tie r above tier, so th a t 
all can see. 
T h ere are tw o galleries 
w hich ru n around th re e of th e ovals or 
carves of th e ellipses. 
T he top one Í9 
probably thirty-five 
feet above w hat 
would he calied th e “ p it” in an old-faah- 
ionod th ea te r, a vacant space in this 
building in front, of th e platform . 
T here 
is n ot a spot in th e w hole au d ito riu m , 
w hich seats 3,000, w here th e spectator is 
d eterred from seeing th e en tire platform , 
o r from h earing perfectly all th a t is said 
The acoustics a re absolutely perfect 
Singing can be h eard, a w hisper can be 
h eard in all th e corners of th e building. 
Mr. A pponi, an arch itect well known 
hero a couple of y ears ago, m ade the 
plans, an d Ju d g e R . If. W idney at 
tended to th e construction of th e affair. 
WHAT THE FAIR IS FOR. 
I t is to purchase an organ for th is 
church th a t th e C h ry san th em u m F air of 
last woek an d th is was devised. 
The 
organ is estim ate i to cost ab o u t $8,000, 
and it is a heavy u n d ertak in g for th e 
ladies to put th eir h an d s to. 
T hey have 
gotten u p a display of flow ers th a t is 
w orthy ol hours of stu d y . 
T h ere is n o th ­ 
ing, o r little o r no th in g , in th e w ay of 
floral display th ere excepting th e one 
flower, th e ch ry san th em u m , 
i t is th ere 
to tho ex ten t of p erh ap s 1,200 specim ens, 
em bracing n early all th e know n varieties. 
All th e P ro tean form s th a t th is w onderful 
flower tak es, from th e sm all, round, com ­ 
pact com posite heads of som e varieties to 
th e largo an d originally irreg u lar shapes 
of o th ers. 
A nd nere, too, are all th e col­ 
ors of th e rainbow . 
T he p u rest w hite, 
the m ost delicate p ick , th e deepest gar­ 
net, th e m ost positive and decided of 
shades, and th e m ost n e u tral and varying 
shades, all p resent a scene th a t su r­ 
passes tu e effects of th e kaleidoscope. 
T here is one collection placed th ere by 
0 . J . E llis, E sq ., w hich contains seventy- 
eig h t difi'orent varieties, all of the m ost 
choice know*a. 
Separate specim ens in 
this collection have tw enty-live, fifty and 
m ore flow ers in a single pot. 
T here are 
in th e tabernacle m any pots w ith as 
m any as 75 to 100 flowers, all springing 
from the name root. 
I t is im possible to 
give details.

The Commission Considers 
8everal Reports. 


OUTFALL SEWER AND WORKS. 


A Route to the Ocean Should be 
Procured for Use if 
Necessary. 


The Sawer Commission met yeBterday 
afternoon, C. N. Wells in the chair, and 
Messrs. J. R. Toberman, E . M. H am il­ 
ton, George H ansen, W illiam Ferguson, 
tí. W . Knox, J . P. Culver, A. H . Jnd- 
son, J. E . Plater, W . H. W orkm an, Dr. 
Sinsabaugh and Councilman Summer- 
land present. 
Mr. Knox moved th at the report of the 
Outfall hewer Committee be taken up. 
H e thought th at it would be unwise to 
lim it th e cost of the purification works 
to $50,000. 
Mr. W orkm an had given as 
his reason for making the motion the 
fact th at an outfall to the ocean would 
not cost much more than the $100,000 
proposed to be expended, and he thought 
if it were to cost that much he would 
prefer to vote for the outfall to the sea. 
Mr. Knox said that he thought this 
reasoning false, for the reason that if the 
purification works were erected the water 
would be saved, whereas if the outfall to 
the ocean was built the water would be 
lest. 
Mr. Culver said he did not believe in 
going into expensive works until e x ­ 
periments had been made. An estim ate 
of the cost conld not be made until the 
location of the works had been deter­ 
mined upon. 
He advised that if the 
sewage was to be purified the precipita­ 
tion system be recommended, for the 
reason that it was cheaper and more 
thorough. 
The moet recent advices and 
authorities were unanimously in favor of 
this system . 
He thought the solid 
m atter should be carried to the oceau in 
a pipe. 
He did not think the use of the 
sludge on land practicable unless a large 
area was obtained. 
Mr. Hamilton said he did not believe 
from w hat he had seen that filter-works 
were 
necessary. 
They 
could 
not 
be pat on a small piece of land, for 
people on all sides would gat out injunc­ 
tions. The only way was, if filter works 
were to be erected, to obtain a large 
piece of land and rent it out. He thought 
1,000 acres of land should be purchased 
and rented in small tracts to people who 
would use the sewage. 
Ex-Mayor 
W orkm an’s am endment, 
th at the money to be appropriated be 
lim ited to $50,000, was lost. 
Mr. Hamilton moved that 1,000 acreB 
be purchased. 
Mr. Culver said that he wished there 
were some means of knowing where the 
works were to be erected. 
He did not 
know how anybody could make an esti­ 
m ate without knowing where the works 
were going. 
He thought th at they 
•oold be erected for a good deal less. 
Mr. Knox said that the commission 
had no idea of saying how much the 
works should cost. 
It only intended to 
say that.they should not cost more than 
a certain amount. 
Dr. 3insabaugh said the commission 
conld not make an exact estimate. 
The motion that the works and pipes 
to the same cost not more than $100,000 
was carried. 
Mr. Hansen moved that a right of way 
to the ocean, 50 feet wide, be obtained, 
to cost not more than $7.000. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh agreed with the idea, 
b at he thought the price was too small. 
H e was somewhat acquainted with the 
price of land below the city, and he was 
satisfied that a 50-foot right of way 
could not be secured for such a email 
sum. 
Mr. H amilton moved to amend by 
making the sum $20.000. 
Mr. Culver did not see the necessity of 
fixing a pric6 for the right cf way, for 
the reason that the courts would fix the 
price. 
Mr. Knox suggested that the Council 
be requested not to use the railroad right 
of way, for the reason that the jar of 
passing trains would be apt to ídjure the 
pip69. 
Mr. Judsou was of the opinion that the 
right of way would cost $30,000, but if 
taken into the courts it might be ob­ 
tained for $20,000. 
He thought that a 
right of way should be obtained at any 
coet. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh thought that no price 
should be named. 
Mr. H am ilton’s motion wa9 lost. 
Ex-Mayor Toberman said he was op­ 
posed to an outfall sewer, and was in 
favor of the purification works. 
Mr. H ansen’s motion was lost. 
Messrs. Sinsabaugh and Ferguson said 
they were opposed to outfall sewers, but 
they thought th at th e right of way to the 
ocean should be obtained, so that if the 
purification workB were not successful 
there would be a route to the ocean. 
Mr. Knox moved that the right-of-way 
for an outfall to the ocean be obtained 
w ithout nam ing the price. 
Mr. H am ilton moved to amend so that 
it be acquired by condemnation. 
Lost, 
and K nox’s motion was carried. 
The entire report of the Outfall Sewer 
Committee 
as 
am ended 
was 
then 
adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Utiliz 
ation of Sewage was taken up and the 
recommendations 
were read by the 
Secretary. 
The first recommendation was : 
T hat th e city, if it m akes any contract for the 
dDpocal of Its raw sewage for irrig atin g p u r­ 
poses to any com pany, reserve the right to 
acquire any p lan t that m ay be erected for its 
precipitation, clarification, filtration or treat 
m ent, by giving five years’ notice to said co in - 
E 
any or individuals, to whom a franchise may 
e given 1 or a louger term . And th at such 
com pany, their successors or assigns, shall sell 
th eir p lan t and appuitenances to th e city in 
such case at a sum to be agreed npon by two 
com m issioners, one to bo appointed by th e City 
C onnell an d one by the said com pany, and in 
case of a disagreem ent a third com m issioner 
to be selected bj the two. T hat such com pany 
shall bind itself in any contract m ade w ith the 
cltv for the erection of plant and appurtenances, 
not to acqnire any patented processes at ex 
o rb ltan t cost, and tbat in snch purchase, as to 
cost and advisability, the Cl y Council of the 
city of Los Angeles shall have an equal vote. 
Mr. Toberman said that he was op­ 
posed to the city letting any part of the 
system go to corporations, and in con­ 
sequence he would vote against the rec­ 
ommendation. 
The recommendation was adopted. 
The second recommendation, which 
was tbat the city should fully control the 
purification and handling of the sewage, 
was adopted. 
The 
third recommendation was to 
the effect th at the sewage should be 
carried to the sea only efter all Oiher 
m eans had failed. 
It was adopted. 
The fourth recommendation as follows 
w as adopted: 
An acquisition of lands for treating stat'ons, 
in'connectlon with a right-of-way to th e ocean, 
should be secured by condemnation or pur­ 
chase and should the sewage output be dis­ 
posed of to any company, then the olty to lease 
to them the fround on which the treatment 


station was situated, with the uae of the treat­ 
ing station gronndand aea output sewer 11 there 
shall be a necessity for its oonstruc.lon. 
The fifth recommendation, which was 
th a t the city should not own or oper­ 
ate any sewer faim , but diepose of the 
products resulting from any treatm ent 
of the sewage to land owners under such 
term s and for such periods as would be 
to the beet interests of the city,” was 
read. 
Mr. Hamilton was opposed to this 
recommendation, and offered a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that 1,000 acres of land 
be purchased and rented to citizens in 
small parcels. 
He thought that it would 
be of great benefit fpr a large number of 
poor people. 
Mr. Knox opposed the resolution on 
the ground that it would not ba legal. 
Mr. H am ilton’s resolution was lost, 
and the sixth resolution, which reads as 
follows, was adopted: 
Sixth. Wour com m ittee, w hile Investigating 
this subject, have become im pressed with the 
im portance, m agnitude anil

com prises only th e outlines of th e question, 
and we are of th e opinion that it shouid receive 
tho m ost careful and lutelllgeut consideration 
of any subject connected with th e 6ewer prob­ 
lems, and ihat it would be Im practicable iu the 
lim ited tim e and circum stances und er which 
th is com m ission can act to do justice to the

POW ERS AT WASHING TON D EFIED

S t . L o u is , November 7 .—The latest 
advices from the Cherokee nation say : 
Chief Mayes’ letter to the Commissioners 
of the U nited States has caused much 
excitem ent in the Territory. In this 
letter Chief Mayes, referring to Secretary 
Noble’s recent instructions to the Com­ 
missioners regarding 
the cattle com­ 
panies, takes a bold stand, virtually de­ 
fying the United States Government, and 
says in p a rt: ‘ ‘The Cherokees do not 
recognise the right of Secretary Noble to 
interfere with the sacred right that has 
belonged to the Cherokees since their 
purchase and ownership of said lands, 
and they will continue to collect the 
revenue for the grazing privileges until 
Secretary Noble shall see fit to deprive 
them of this revenue by force, and even 
then the Cherokees will endeavor to pro­ 
tect their rights in the premises in a 
legitimate way.” 
Referring 
to 
Assistant 
Attorney- 
General Shields’ opinion as 
to the 
legality of the sale, etc., Mayes says: 
“ My conscience and a senso of duty will 
govern me in this m atter, and not the 
opinion of the Attorney-General or the 
act of Congress creating your commis­ 
sion, which has no connection whatever 
with the m atter.” 
Ex-Chief Bushyhead condemns M ayes’ 
action, and says that his position is not 
only dangerous but untenable.

The opinions affirm the decision 
of Judge B arrett ordering a dissolution of 
the company. 
The Court holds th a t although the 
trust agreement does not set forth as one 
of its objects the prevention of competi­ 
tion and the enhancem ent of prices, 
these objects may be judicially inferred 
from the facts in the case, and from ordi­ 
nary motives governing m en’s actions,and 
even though outside competition might 
prevent ttie trust from realizing these 
objects, this accidental fact wonld not 
relieve the parties to the agreement from 
responsibility for their illegal conree.
